A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Response to Amendment 

The amendment to paragraph 33 is objected to because the reference sign for 
the transparent electrode should be 30 instead of 28 as shown in figure 4B. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In the second line of the last clause of claim 1 , the recitation calling for ' wherein 
the transparent electrode is lengthened in order to increase a contact area and reduce 
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a contact resistance in order to compensate for a high resistance of the electrode link" renders 
the claim unclear of which electrode and which electrode link Applicant is referred to 
since there are more than one electrode and electrode links have been recited earlier in 
the claim .e.g. lines 3 and 9. It shall be "each of the transparent electrodes". Also the 
recitation in the last clause is unclear why the electrode link has high resistance . It 
would be clear to recite according to the description of paragraph 34 of the specification, 
i.e., "An additional length ...of the transparent electrode 28 compensates for a resistance 
difference according to the lensth of the electrode link t o make a signal wire having an 
equivalent resistance..." 

In claim 4, it is unclear of which electrode Applicant is referred to since there is 
more than one electrode recited in claim 1 . It shall be "each of the transparent 
electrodes". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
